In Armenia. 


Murder, Rapine and Persecution 
Desolate the Land, 


An Open wetter to the President 
| and People. 


Touching Appeal on Behalf of His Country- 
men By One Who Knows—Relation of 
the Downtrodden Land to 
Christianity. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—Hampartzoom D. 

Garabedyan, of Cilicia, Asia Minor, a 
member of an ancient clerical family, 
who came to this country some .years 
ago, and who represented his native 
country in the psychical congress dur- 
}-fhg the World’s Fair, has prepared the 
following open letter on -the condition 
of Armenia under Turkish rule: 


To the President and people of the 
Uuited States: No physician called to 
treat a patient goes to the sick man’s 
neighbor to learn the symptoms of the 
disease. Armenia is sick to death, and 
if I have read aright the message 
which President Cleveland sent to Con- 
gress at its opening in December last, 
he has not merely gone to a neighbor 
to learn the symptoms of her ailment, 
but eyen to one who is not at a!' weil 
disposed to her. In that message he 
says: ‘‘Turkey complains that her Ar- 
menian subjects obtain citizenship in 
this country .not to identify them- 
selves in good faith with our people, 
but With the intention of returning to

} gaging in ‘sedition: This complaint is 
wholly without foundation.”’ 
| I cannot, of course, assert that no 
Armenian has ever thus abused the 
privilege of American citizenship; but I 
can and do say that I have never 
heard of such a case, and I believe that 
if such a practice were so prevalent as 
to justify the founding of a rule of 
national action. I’ should have known 
it. do know a young Armenian 
who came this country and became 
a citizen the United States.

| violated the hospitality of your citizen- 
ship, as the Presjdent claims, I. beg the 
fair-minded people of this ‘great, free. 
Christian nation to go to the right source 
before making up their ‘verdict on the 
attitude of the Armenians toward the 
Turkish government. I implore them 
to rémember that the Armenians are 
descendants of the same branch of 
Noah’s family as themselves: that 
they are sons. of Japhet, in common 
with themselves; that they are Cau- 
casians, with all of the qualities which 
have made the Caucasian race rulers of 
the civilized world; that they are Chris- 
tians, like you, worshipping the One 
Living God and His Son Jesus Christ, 
as you do; that Armenia has twice been 
the cradle of the Human race, and that 
her Christianity is the oldest in ex- 
istence. : 
_ Biblical scholars tell us that the gar- 
den of Eden, where dwelt the first man 
and the first woman, was located with- 
in the boundaries of Armenia. Mt. Ar. 
arat, whereon Noah’s ark landed.after 
the flood, is in Armenia, and tradition 
tells us that while the Savior of man- 
kind was ‘still alive His gospel was 
preached in Armenia and accepted by 
its people. Throughout the centuries 
and to this day Armenia has stood as 
the buffer State between the Christian- 
ity .of. Europe -and.the paganism of 
Asia; stood like a rock, against which 
the unchristian and semi-savage hosts 
have dashed themselves in vain, giving 
to Europe .and through Europe to 
America, a chance to worship God and 
His .Christ unharrassed. Should not 
this be remembered to her credit in 
making up the verdict on her relations 
with Turkey? 

Yet, in spite of all these ties which 
should make her of interest, first, to 
the whole world because.the human 
race twice had its origin there; second, 
to all ucasians, because their breth. 
ren dwelt there, and, third, to the fol- 
lowers -of -Christ, because His earliest 

rs still stand there—in spite of all 
these things, Armenia has been allowed 
/ to remain under foreign' dominion for 
over six hundred years; first to one 
power and then to another, oppressed 
always, but always patient and easily 
governed, as history teaches; not rebel- 
lious or seditious, as the Turkish gov- 
ernment claims. . 
_ Now and again, when the cannon of 
Christendom have shaken the Sultan's 
‘palace walls on the Bosphorus, it has 
seemed that the day of Armenian dis- 
enthrallment was at hand; but ever the 
vexed. “Eastern question” arose: the 
balance of power in Europe was urged; 
the wrongs of Armenia were forgotten: 
the ties of blood and religion were put 
aside, and the “sick man of the east” 
waa still allowed to sit in the gateway 
of Asia and continue to have his wil) 
in Armenia. Now Armenian territory 
is divided between Russia, Persia and 
Turkey, as is known to you. 

The condition of the Armenians tn 
Russia and Persia is far more exacting 
than that against which the fore- 
fathers of this great nation rose in 
arms; but they submit meekly, and nu 
word comes from St. Petersburg or 
Teheran that they are seditious. 

It is only the unspeakable Turk, that 
heartless combination of Mongolian ana 
Arab, who is able to devise cruelties 
and exactions so.fiendish as to make 
them cry out to their fellow-Christians 
here and elsewhere, as they now do 
“Help us, for the dear Lord’s sake! We 
perish!’ And we are perishing visibly 
before the eyes of the civilized ana 
Christian world. m ,000,000 in 
number we have dwindled to barely 
5,000,000. Six-sevenths of the race, nor 
taking natural increase into account 
have been murdered by foreign op- 
pression; our natural bent in the direc. 
tion of lMterature and the refinements 
of your more happy civilization are 
crushed beneath the heel of the Turk. 
ish tax-gatherer, who comes, not’ once 
a year, as with you, but every day: our 
fairest daughters—on a certain occasion 
2000 of them — are captured in the 
flerce forays of the Kurds, with the 
-thinky-veiled connivance of the Turkish

harems, or taken into the black tents 
of these savagé nomads; brides are 
snatched from eir hushands at the 
door of the Weh and hurried away 
to the same fate. 

To the Turk the Armenian is always 
and everywhere @ ‘Christian dog,"’ to 
be kicked and buffeted. He is set upon 
in mere wantonness in the streets by 
Turkish ruffians. “When not actually. 
beaten, they are jeered at and curscd. 
I, myself, know of 2 case in which 
three young Armenians were killed by 
Turks without any provocation what- 
ever. They enjoying th .mselves 
at a garden party in their own garden, 
when a number of Turks burst in and 
attacked them, The head of one young 
Armenian was crushed with a stone, 
and two others were cut to pieces. 
Robbers waylay and strip Armenians 
of their valuables in the most ope 
manner, with the connivance of the 
lice, with whom they afterward divide 
the spoil. If the person who is’ robbed 
brings comiplaint, he and his witnesses 
are cast into prison to await the trial, 
and are frequently poisoned. 

‘If an Armenian shots exceptional 
ability, especially in Constantinople, the 
Turkish government seeks him out and 
gives him an office. [emptation is laid 
in his way; sples are set to watch h.m, 
and: if he ig taught in any dereliction 
he is imprisoned and there poison.d. 
H b Pasha was one of many who 
suffered this fate. Your revolutionary 
fathers rebelled at the British stamp 
tax. Under Turkish law every copy of 
evury newspaper issued must bear the 
government stamp; but if this were 
all, or éven a large part of the demands 
on them, Armenians would consider 
them elves most happy, and would pray 
for life and happin:ss for the Sultan; 
not engage in sedition against him. 
‘Here are a.few of the taxes which are 
imposed upon them, not as citizens of 
Turkey, but as Christians; in fact, the

leveled agairist them is at their Chris- 
tianity, not at théir Armenianism. 
The “Christian dogs’’ of Armenians 
are not’ allowed to serve as soldiers in 
the army of the faithful. In lieu of 
such prohibited service, however, théy 
are. taxed in the most unusual ways: 
Each individual tax is comparatively 
light; but, in the aggregate, they prove 
a crushing weight upon Armenian in- 
dustry. ere are sime of the imposts 
to which they are subjected: : 
Every male child »orn to a Christian 
family is taxed 30 piasters ($1.20) per 
yerr, from birth til. death. When he 
reaches the age of 15 years, the-law as- 
sumes that he is abl to earn 1600 pias- 
ters per year, whet; r he is-actually 
able to earn.it or not and an additional 
30 pilasters is levied a ainst this suppos- 
ititious income. This income tax is in- 
creased year by year as he grows old r 
and, presumably, able to earn more. If, 
by purchase or inheritance, he come. 
into possession of any land, he is taxed 
30 pilasters per year upon each 1000 pias- 
ters in its value. If le builds a house, 
he is taxed 30 piasters per thousand of 
its cost. If he cultivates any ground 
he must pay 30 plasters per year per 
thousand in value of th: ground 
cultivated, 10 per cent. of the value 
of the crops. ' 
Vivuaetus and vineyards pay a tax of 
10 per cent. on the value of the pro- 
duct, which product ise estimated from 
the blossoms in the spring and collected 
in the fall on that basis, even though. 


implement, such as an axe, or a pick- 
axe, is taxed 5 pijaetres. 

Day by day the tax-gatherers, ac- 
companied by one or more 
d’armes, go from house to house. The 
delinquent is dragged unceremoniously 
into the street by the coat collar, and 
the unpaid tax demanded. Perhaps he 
§ engaged in weaving a piece of cloth 
or a rug, from the sale of which he 
expects to realize money to pay the 
impost. In that case a few piastres 
dropped into the palm of the official will 
Zive him immunity for the time be- 
ing, but if he has nothing. with which 
to pay the tax or bribe the tax- 
gatherer with whiat fis known as “‘to- 
bacco money,” he is trotted off to 
prison. Confined there, his .wife or 
other relatives must feed him, for the 
government will not, though he starve. 
Not infrequently the children must go 
hungry to save the father from starv- 
ing in prison. If the wife or other rel- 
atives cannot raise the amount of the 
tax, then the officials; enter the. house 
and carry away everything portable, 
even to the bedding and kitchen uten- 
sils, and seM them at auction, for -what- 
ever they will bring. Finally, at the 
end of the year, whiwtever part of the 
taxes remain unpaid is returned as 
linquent to the elders of the Christian: 
church of the district, Who are cozn-

' AN of this, let it be remembered, is 
direct taxing by the Turkish govern- 
ment, for which the Christians -recciv> 
no returp—<not even protection from pri- 
vate plundering, rapine and murder. -In 
the city of Zaytuon, in the province of 
Cilicia, the taxes were so inordinate 
that the inhabitants offered to surren- 
der the land, with all of the improve- 
ments upon it, to the government in 
Dayment of the impost. As a matter 
of fact, the taxes amounted to five 
times the, value of. the property, and 
the government refused to accept it. 
As’ the inhabitants could not. endure 
lt they tried to rebel, and the govern- 
ment sent sent six regiments of sol- 
diers there. The people, driven to des- 
peration, defended themselves as best 
they could, being without firearms, and 
many were killed before the so-called 
sedition was put down. 

Babig, a young man of exceptional 
ability and of great popularity with 
his countrymen, got together ‘a band 
of twenty-eight friends, armed. them- 
selves as best they could‘ with flint- 
lock muskets and other. antiquated: 
weapons and fled to .the mountains 
which surround Zaytoon, and, with a 
view to bringing the desperateness of 
the situation to the knowledge of the 
government at Constantinople, issued 
from their retreat from time to time 
and attacked a Turkish outpost. Find- 
ing that Babig was a man not to be 
trifled with the government ‘sent him 
a special pardon for past offences and 
made him commander of the mountain 
guard for the protection of caravans, 
in which he did most efficient service. 

But the Turkish government was not 
done with him. He was invited to the 
wedding of the son of a retired pasha, 
in the city of Marash and in accordance 
with the custom of the country, gave 
presents to the servants of the groom. 
The presents were quite lavish, and 
the groom, professing jealousy, hired a 
low character, who entered the banquet 
hall during the marriage feast and as- 
sassinated the young Armenian com- 
mander while sitting at the banquet 
table. -The groom was not punished, 
the court adjudging that he was in- 
sane,’ therefore not responsible. And 
so Turkey was rid of a dangerous 
leader of sedition.

Snow and Sleet in Several of 
the States, 


A Great Loss of Range Cattle is 
| Expected. 


Traffic Generally Delayed by the Heavy 
Drifts—A Blockade Expected in Some 
Sections—The Worst Storm 
in Years. 


Ry Teleqranh to The Times. 

KANSAS CITY, Feb. 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The great New York 
blizzard was almost outdone in the 
West today. It began snowing in this 
city at about noon, and has continued 
ever since. The snow is coming down 
so thick that it looks like fog. Up to 8 
o'clock tonight the fall was full one 
foot and is still falling, accompanied by 
a high wind. The street-car lines were 
compelled to abandon business at 4 
o'clock. 

Dispatches from Kansas state that 
the storm is general. At Emporia snow 
fell two feet, while advices from other 
points report that from one foot to 
eighteen-inckes had f-llen. 

‘OLATHE (Kan.,) Feb. 11.—A blinding 
snowstorm has been raging since noon. 
In some places the snow has drifted 
several feet deep and is falling fast, 
with a strong wind from the north. It 
is the worst snowstorm seen here for 
years, although the weather is not cold. 

LAWRENCE (Kan.,) Feb. 11.—A driv- 
ing snowstorm commenced early this 
morning and continued all day long, ac- 
companied by a strong north wind. At 
5 o’clock the snow was six inches deep 
on a level. The thermometer was 15 
deg. above zero. 

INDEPENDENCE (Kan.,) Feb. 11.— 
Snow began’ falline heavily last night 
end continued without abating all day. 
with prospects of continuing. The wind 
has been blowing hard and the snow 
has drifted considerably. It is the 
heaviest fall in several years. . 

EMPORIA (Kan.,) Fb. 11.—The wors 
blizzard experienced here in years has 
been prevailing all day. The snow is 
now from twelve to fourte’n inches 
deep, ‘with no appearance of abating. 
Only one train has reavhed here from 
the East, and trains are. reported 


‘| blocked all along the lines. .The storm 


prevails throughout the State. Many 
cattle will perish. 

ABILENE (Kan.,) Feb. 11.—A blizzard 
which began yesterday has continued 
all day, and {fs fiercer than ever to- 
night. Fifteen inches of snow has 
fallén and is badly drifted. All trains 
are delayed. 
- PARSONS (Kan.,) Feb. 11.—The worst 
storm which has prevailed in Southeast- 
ern Kansas since the memorable storm 
of 1885 set in here at 1 o’clock this 
morning and continued throughout the 
day, covering the ground to a depth of 
eight inches. Advices received at the 
headquarters of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railroad are to the effect 
that the ‘storm prevails along the en- 
tire system of the road from points in 
Missouri to Texas. 

- BLDORADO (Kan.,) Feb. 11.—The 
snowstorm: tcday was the worst which 
has occurred since 1881. Snow has been 
falling since this morning and is still 
falling... It is between six and e’ght 
inches deep on a level and the wind has 
filled the cuts on the railroads. Traffic 
is blocked. A train of thirteen cars of 
cattle on the Santa Fe arrived here 
several hours late, and owing to the 
storm the cattle had to be unloaded 
and will be kept here until the track is 
cleared.

FAMILY ROW 


Annie Pixley's Estate 
in Demand. 


Serious Charges Against Her 
Husband, 


All of Her Property Made Over to 
Himself. 
Mme. Pixley Mere ina as Brothers and 
the Sister-in-law Neglected in the 


Distribution of Wealth—The 
Judicial Proceedin-«

LONDON, Feb. 11.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Associated 
Press has investigated the London end 
of the reported mysterious death of An- 
nie Pixley, the well-known American 
actress, and the rumored disappearance 
of her property. When this dispatch 


_is published Robert Fullford, the hus- 


band of the deceased actress, Annie 
Joyce, her maid, and Mrs. Fraser, 
sister of Fullford, will be in New York 
city, for.which place they sailed a week 
ago on board the steamship New York. 

From the wife of Edwin Fullford, a 
brother of Robert Fullford, in whose 
house Annie Pixley died, a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press obtained 
the following statement: Mrs. Fullford 
said that she received Annie Pixley at 
her house in September last, when the 
actress returned in a dyirg condition 
from the United States. She nursed 
Annie tenderly throughout the sickness, 
and was present at her death. Mrs, 
Fullford also spoke bitterly of Annie 
Pixley’s mother, who, she declares, al- 
ways showed an animosity for the ac- 
tress’ husband, who, during his wife's 
illness, scarcely left Annie’s bedside for 
a moment. Two eminent physicians, 
Dr. Paramore and Dr. Barlow, attended 
the deceased during her illness. 

Robert Fullford allowed his mother- 
in-law $15 a month, which sum he prom- 
ised to continue after Annie’s death; 
nevertheless Annie’s mother, when in- 
formed of her demise, wrote to Robert 
Fullford hinting at all kinds of dark 
deeds, and concluding with the sugges- 
tion that cremation was resorted to in 
order to preclude any further investiga- ; 
tion into her daughter’s death. In a 
second letter, Mrs. Fullford stated, An- 
nie Pixley’s mother wrote: “Now that 
she is cremated nothing can be done to 
you.”’ 

Annie’s will is deposited in Philadel- 
phia, and Fullford has gone to the 
United States in order to distribute the 
property in accordance with the terms 
of the will. 

FULLFORD INTERVIEWED. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Robert .Full- 
ford, the husband of Annie Pixley, who 
died in London October 8, wes a»passen-—— 
ger on the American line steamship 
New York, which arrived at her wharf 
at about 9 o’clock this morning, Full- 
ford was accompanied by his sister,: 
Mrs. Will Fraser, and by Annie 
Joyce, the late Miss Pixley’s maid, who: 
is said to have administered certain 
powders to her; thus being instrumental 
in causing her death in order that Fali- 
ford might obtain possession of her es- 
tate, valued at from $300,000 to $400,000, 

Upon his arrival at quarantine, New 
York, Fullford was met by a representa- 
live of the Associated Press. who ac- 
quainted him with the serious charge 
made against him by the Pixley family. 
Fullford, who is a short, thick-set gen- 
tleman, with fron-gray hair and’ mus 
tache, and of very good appearance, 
was considerably surprised and shocked 
when he learned of the serious nature 
of the charge. “I have been living in 
the suburbs of London,” he said, “and 
have seen nothing of all this. I there. 
fore do not feel like saying very much’: 
on the subject until I have become 
fully ‘informed concerning the: stories 
that have been circulated. I. can , say 
now, however, that it is all the most, 
absurd rubbish on earth. My wife died 
despite the attention of two of the most 
skilled: physicians in England, I have: 
been quietly resting with my people tn 
London ever since. The course of’ the 
Pixley family is no doubt due to impa-: 
tience on their part because I have not 
hurried over here and turned over to 
them Annie's estate. 

“The idea of charging me with. 
seeking to get rid of ‘my wife is noth- 
ing short of silly on the face of it. 
What had I to gain? “Certainly no. 
mercenary object would: have influenced 
me, as there was no necessity for it,’ 
All ‘the money was mine’ whether my 
wife was alive or hot. The charges 
of harsh treatment toward my wife are 
likewise untrue. My wife and T lived. 
together twenty-one years, from. the. 
time of our marriage at Portland, Or.,: 
to her death, happily and without a 
separation at any time. ~ Her death’ 
Was a serious blow to me.**

This, the foremost news-gathering 
and news-distributing organization in 
the world, under the brilliant and 
aggressive management of Melville E. 
Btone, is march'ng on to victory after vic- 
tory over its monopolistic and crippled 
rival, the United Press. News comes 
from the Past this morning that the 
Chicago Tribune, the Chicago Herald, 
the Chicago Evening Post and the 
Staats Zeitung have joined the Asso- 
ciated Press. They were all formerly 
United Press papers. The specially sig- 
nificant fact about this change of base 
fs that the owner of one of these pa- 
pers, the Chicago Herald—John Rk. 
Walsh—is also one of the few principal 
owners of the stock of the United Press, 
which is a close corporation. Its other 
chief owners are Charles A. Dana of 
the New York Sun, Laffan, his pub- 
lisher, and Phillips, general manager. 
The absence of the associated principle 
from this organization, leaving it little 
more than a mere private monopoly, en- 
gaged in the dangerous work of manip- 
ulating the public news of the world, 
is what has made sagacious and inde- 
pendent newspaper publishers distrust- 
ful of the United Press and caused 
them to stand so firmly by the old and 
now reorganized Associated Press, as 
they ate so generally doing. Within 
four months the Associated Press has 
made tremendous strides in the East, 
where it formerly held sway, but sub- 
sequently became weak owing to 
treachery, bad faith and bad manage- 
ment. It has “broken into’”’ New York, 
New England, Pennsylvania and the 
Great West in great shape, and on the 
Pacific Coast has possession of substan- 
tially the entire field, its close ally and 
legitimate offspring being the Pacific 
Associated Press. 

Confessedly the greatest and best 
news-gathering organization that the 
world ever xnew, the Associated-Press 
is now more enterprising and powerful 
than ever before, better able through 
the jeurnals which it serves to furnish 
the public with early and honest news, 
uncolored by private or corporaite inter- 
est, unbiased by political influence. With 
its superior, and, to a large extent, exclu- 
sive foreign cable service, ‘having close 
connections with the European news 
agencies of De Ruyter, Wolfe and 
Havas, the American association covers 
the news of the continents, countries 
and capitals of the globe with a celer- 
ity, completeness and efficiency which 
are nothing less than marvelous.

The fight is now on 
and no one need be surprised if it bat- 
ters the prospects of the fair as well 
as a couple of dozen reputations, That 
is the California way of doing things— 
especially tle San Erancisco newspaper 
way.

At first sight the carrying out of 
this injunction seems beset with insur- 
mountable difficulties, for if we are 
never to judge anybody, how are we 
to know on whom to rely, or with 
whom to associate. In fact, how is 
it possible for us to maintain any sort 
of social order, And more perplexing 
still, if all judgment is thus absolutely 
prohibited, what about the jury ren- 
dering a verdict or a conscious re- 
former lifting up his voice against 
wrong? 

It is very evident, therefore, that 
when Christ here enjoins us to judge 
not, he does not mean literally what 
the word signifies. It is only the ani- 
mal that cannot exercise moral judg- 
ment, but man judge because he is 
man. No human being can avoid judg- 
ment, for to think is to judge. Every 
action of our fellow-man that we be- 
hold produces some sort of an impres- 
sion upon us; the cowardly deed or 
the noble act either repels or attracts 
us. If this be true, the question is, 
what does Christ mean here by ex- 
horting people to judge not? When 
Christ here says judge not, he refers 
to the censorious kind of judgment. 

The preacher said that all of us take 
to criticising as naturally as we do to 
breathing. We are nothing if not crit- 
ical. Take the public press of today— 
what sort of papers have the largest 
eireulation? You will find them to be 
those that. do the most fault-finding 
and criticising. We are told that seeing 
is believing. Men quote that very 
glibly today. But seeing is not always 
believing; that is, correct believing. 
If we judge others by what we literally 
see in them, we will judge them un- 
fairly in a large number of instances. 
We condemn ourselves when we 
judge. They who live in glass houses 
_ should not throw stones. 

He closed by saying ‘we should be 
kind, therefore, to one another, and 
more tender-hearted and pitiful. The 
way is often dark and our feet grow 
very weary, our hearts are sad, and 
we need each other’s help all alon, 
the way.

Tunnels for the Southern Pacific 
Coast Line. 


The Track-layers Catching Up With the 
Tunnel-diggers—Accuracy of the 
Engineers—General Rail- 
road Notes. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Bernardino says that as the result 
of the suit filed in Los Angeles county 
by the receivers of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railway Company against the 
Nevada Southern Railroad to recover 
$76,230, claimed on account, a writ of 
attachment has been issued against 
the franchises, property and all prop- 
erty rights of the Nevada Southern. 
The road is projected from Blake, on 
the line of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
to and beyond the Nevada State line, 
with thirty miles of track built. Inter- 
ested parties state that the attach- 
ment will not delay the work of con- 
struction. As is commonly understood 
by those who have any knowledge of 
Nevada Southern affairs, the rails 
used in constructing the thirty miles 
of that road from its junction with the 
Atlantic and Pacific to a terminus at 
Manvel, were old ones which had been 
replaced by new. steel on the Atlantic 
and Pacific. The old rails, though not 
good enough for a transcontinental 
line with heavy traffic, served the pur- 
pose of the Nevada Southern and were 
obtained at a bargain. All this was 
done during the life of President Man- 
vel of the Santa Fe, and that excellent 
railroad man so far favored Mr. Blake, 
promoter and owner of the Nevada 
Southern, as to change the name of 
the junction, point station from Goff’s 
to Blake, for which compliment Pres- 
dent Blake named the present northern 
terminus of his road Manvel. When 
the new regime came into power after 
the death of Mr. Manvel the relations 
between thé Santa Fe remaired cordial, 
but the new little road did not progress 
rapidly and obtained no more building 
material from the Atlantic and Pacific. 
When the promoter of the Nevada 
Southern openly announced his inten- 
tion to push his road through Utah to 
a connection with the Union Pacific or 
the Rio Grande road, thus forming a 
new transcontinental line, the interest 
of the Santa Fe was revived. The 
Santa Fe would favor the Nevad« 
Southern while it promised to be a 
feeder for it, but would not help it 
become a rival in transcontinental 
business. 

The Nevada Southern was given 
credit for the material and freight 
charges and the suit referred to is evi- 
dently brought to secure payment.

THE LICENSE TAX. 


True Position of the Merchants—They Have 
Not Abandoned Their Opposition to It. 
The Executive Committee of the 
Merchants’ Association, Messrs. J. T. 
Sheward, H. Jevne, M. Meyberg, Will- 
iam Bien, T. A. Gardner, W. C. Fur- 
rey and H. Siegel, have made still an- 
other communication to The Times, 
defining their position on the occupa- 
tion license tax, which they say was 
not correctly stated in yesterday’s is- 
sue, although the aim was to present 
their position accurately, though briefly, 
The Merchants’ Association has not 
abandoned the idea of having the tax 
removed, but will refuse to pay it 
after the Ist day of March, 1894. 
Without reference to the extra drafts 
on the city treasury in the way of 
providing work for the unemployed, 
and other expenses not calculated on 
when the tax levy was made, the 
merchants have concluded to push the 
matter before the next tax levy is 


|made, and endeavor to secure the de- 


sired relief. If it is true that a majority 
of the Councilmen have agreed to re- 
move the tax, or have expresse i them- . 
selves against it, the fair presumption 
is that it will not be again imposed, 
but that provision will be made for 
raising the revenue without it. If the 
Council should persist in reimposing 
the tax, however, the merchants will 
oppose it, as that was one of the main 
objects in forming the association. 

Below is the statement of the mer- 
chants in full; 

OCCUPATION LICENSE TAX. 


MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION OF LOS 
ANGELES, 
~LOS ANGELES, (Cal.) Feb. 10, 1894. 

One of the main objects in forming the 
Merchants’ Association was for the re- 
moval of the license tax. Over three 
months ago the Executive Committee 
of the Merchants’ Association went 
before the City Council and asked 
for the removal of this license tax. After 
considerable discussion, an agreement 
was reached whereby the merchants were 
to pay three months longer; in the mean- 
time the Council would pass an ordi- 
nance repealing the tax. : 

A local appeared in The Ti of Feb-, 
ruary 8 stating that the mer¢hants had 
abandoned the idea of having the tax 
taken off. The same local also stated 
that several of the Councilmen believed 
it was an unjust tax, as it was virtually 
taxing a man for his enterprise, and fur- 
thermore stating that they could not see 
how the tax could be removed before pro- 
vision was made in the next tax levy. 

The Council at its last meeting was 
asked by the Merchants’ Association to 
define their position. In place of doing sv, 
they referred the matter to the Finance 
Committee, as they had done before, af- 
ter agreeing to remove the tax. All en- 
terprising cities throughout the Union 
have abandoned this iniquitous system. 
It is looked upon by enterprising cities 
as a relic of antiquity, and large property- 
holders do not object to the removal of 
this license system. On the other hand, 
they strongly favor its removal. 

The Merchants’ Association would pre- 
fer the Council would live up to their 
promise without a clash. This is not a 
new idea. It has been before the présent 
Council and the preceding ones for sev- 
eral years, and honest, upright means 
have been taken by the merchants to in- 
duce the Council to repeal this unjust 
measure. Now, after an agreement has 
been reached, we are given to understand 
the repeal will not be adopted. 

The Merchants’ Association will not 
pay this tax. They will not agree to a 
test-case being made. If the Council re- 
fuses to repeal this ordinance, the Mer- 
chants’ Association will repeal it. If they 
orier arrests they must stand the odium. 
We are ready to give bonds for any _ 
amount, and: before paying another as- 
sessment we will carry the case to the 
highest court. The Council, with only one 
dissenfing vote, gave us their promise, 
and upon this promise we paid three 
months more of an unjust tax. 

We take this method to define our post- 
tion, after the Council have refused to 
define theirs. The Council cannot afford 
to break faith with the business interests 
of the city, and the Tax Collector cannot 
afford to allow his office to be used to 
extort this money without a direct order 
from. the Council. The merchants of this 
city are paying fents largely in excess of 
any other city of its size in the Union. 
They are assessed heavier in_ proportion 
for taxation thar any other city of sim:- 
lar size in the. East,..and__are paying 
larger salaries to their employees. 

The demands upon the merchants for 
charity, for contributions, for aiding 
churches and other institutions are very 
large, and at the present time the Mer- 
chants’ Association is hard at work get- 
ting up a Flower Carnival for the benefit 
of the charitable institutions, and have 
already made large contributions for this 
object.

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THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Graduates Reply to «A Disgusted 
Parent, ”’ 


More Adverse Criticism of Principal Cates’s 
Management—Some Facts Very 
Plainly Stated—A Lack 
of Discipline. 


A communication signed “Graduates 
who have the interest of the High 
School at ‘heart,’ has been presented 
to The Times by Edmond M. Lazard, 
G. Curtis de Garmo and Gus D. Har- 
per. 

The communication states in reply to 
a published letter from “A Disgusted 
Parent,” that it has for «a long time— 
in fact, during the four years in which 
they were High School students—been 
the custom at every graduation to have 
the same exercises, just as much time 
being taken from the studies as was 
done at the close of last term. 

The present principal came in at the 
beginning of last semes.ier and natur- 
ally allowed the closing Week's exer- 
cises to be the same as they had been. 

If there is any responsib regard- 
ing the mock marriage it longs to 
the class. The purpose of the cere- 
money was only a novel way of giving 
the best wishes of theclass to the 
next class. Out of an assembly of 400 
there was no one heard to express dis- 
satisfaction with: it. 

A copy is given of a letter which 
they state was received by the teacher 
of the senior A class from the mother 
of one of the graduates. The note ex- 
‘presses a warm feeling of gratitude 
to the teacher for her influence on the 
boy under her (the teacher’s) charge. 
They claim that this letter goes to 
prove the falsity of the charge that 
home training is set at naught in the 
High School. 

They state that they hold Principal 
Cates in high respect. Their class 
was the only one in the school that 
recited to Mr. Cates and therefore they 
knew him best. 

In refutation of the statement that 
the High School is about to be dropped 
from the “accredited list,”"they say that 
when Prof. Gayley was here they asked 
him about it and he said the school 
would always be on the list as far as 
he knew. Prof. Kellogg of Berkeley has 
Stated that he eonsiders the High 
School here to be one of the first in 
the State. Attention is called to the 
fact that Prof. Gayley when in the 
city practically omitted to visit the 
school here as he felt confident that 
the work was well done. f 

In their four years’ course they (the 
graduates) do not rememver havinx 
seen any of these “disgusted” or 
“irate” parents in attendance at rec:- 
tations. 

WHO IS RESPONG§IBLE? 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 10.—(To the 
“ditor of The Times.) In reply to the 
article written by ‘‘A Teacher,” or, as 
rumor has it, ‘“‘A Principal,” I will say 
that the statement made concerning 
the mar.iage of one of the lady teach- 
ers of the High School to the next grad- 
uating class can be proved. The distor- 
tion of one of our most sacred cere- 
monies Was witnessed by several of the 
members of the Episcopal church, the 
ceremony of that church being used, 

in speaking of the discipline of the 
High School, why should tne public be 
told to ask the class that has graduated 
about it? Why not ask the pupils who 
are now attending the school, and who 
have daily opportunities of observing 
and judging? 

‘Now a word in regard to the heating 
of the school. After much difficulty the 
board was induced to have a heater 
placed in the auditorium. But what is 
the use of a heater unless the janitor at- 
tends to the fire The auditorium is 
now used as a general study-room, and 
the pupils are still shivering and shak- 
ing, as ‘there is never any fire. This 
may be acounted for by the supposition 


that the high-priced janitor grows 
weary at times. 
An important question, yet unan- 


swered, is where are the filters that 
were uSed last year? Water can bs 
procured only in the toilet-rooms, and, 
as the water thus obtained is impure, 
the pupils either remain all day without 
a drink, or are compelled to bring it in 
bottles from their homes. 

While I feel that Mr. Cates, the prin- 
cipal of the High School, is not up to 
the standard required by such an im- 
portant position, still it must said that 
he has fot been given a fair chance 
He has a superior officer in the person 
of Leroy D. Brown, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Mr. Brown is in the 
habit of giving orders and then coun- 
tt'rmanding them without the slightest 
pretext for so doing. He should be 
held responsible for the daily changes 
and disturbances that are occurring in 
our schools. He has done away with 
the excellent High School curriculum, 
and has given us nothing.in exchange, 
His favorite pastime seems to be the 
displacing of valued lady teachers and 
substituting incompetent men; but after 
all, perhaps, there is ‘‘method in his 
madness,” as every man controls a 
vote, 

The parents of the High School chil- 
dren should realize that this is a very 
grave matter, and it should not be 
treated lightly; it is a subject which is 
of vital importance, and must be 
squarely met. The remedy must be 
found, then apply the same without 
fear or favor. 

‘ INTERESTED PARENT. 
REPLY 10 “A THACHER,” 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 10.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) As a “disgusted 
parent” does not seem to consider it 
worth while to reply to the somewhat 
inaccurate statements of “A Teacher,” 
will you permit me a few remarks on 
a subject 1 have cause to be “deeply 
interested in.”” It seems strange that 
‘‘Teacher” should deny the falling-off 
in attendance of 15 or 20 per cent. and 
follow his denial with the figures, which 
show that that estimate is very low 
indeed. He says that the total enroll- 
ment for” last year was 557; for this 
year’s fall term, 630; for this year’s 
second term, beginning February 5, 
645. Now, some twenty or twenty-five 
pupils graduated a few days ago, but 
also something like a hundred and 
fifty came up. from the grammar 
grades this past week, and about the 
same number from the same source at 
the opening of the fall term. That is 
to say avout three hundred new pupils 
have entered this year. Now if there 
has been no decrease in attendance, 
the High School should number be- 
tween 850 and 900, instead of 645; so 
that putting the loss at 15 or 20 per 
cent. is stating it very mildly. It 
seems to me he might better have made 
a plausible explanation of an incon- 
trovertible fact, instead of flatly deny- 
ing it, 
~—the responsibility for it. 

While it may be news to the faculty 
and Board of Education that there is 
any danger of the High School losing 
its standard, it is not, by any means, 
news to many other people. It has 
been. frequently discussed by people in- 
terested in educational matters, and 
particularly those who wish to fit their 
children for the State University. And 
especially was it-a topic of considera- 
‘tion during Prof. Gayley’s lectures here. 
When the full number of university 
professors have visited the school and 
pronounced judgment upon it it will 
be time enough to claim “that it still 
stands with them in the same high 
estimate that it always has been.”

The most 
excellent oral instruction on the evil 
effects of alcohol and tobacco, from 
the little W.C.T.U. temperance man- 
ual, “‘The Pathfinder’’ (which is pro- 
vided for the use of teachers only) can- 
not be dignified as an “eight-years’ 
course in physiology.” 

If a few parents do consider three 
studies all their children capable of 
a wise principal should be guided by 
the needs of the many instead of the 
few, and as young a man as Mr. 
Cates can hardly afford to ignore the 
results of the experience of the ma- 
jority of educators in such’ matters. 

I have a relative and several young 
friends studying in the High School and 
I have heard a great dealofthe discus- 
sion and protestation on the subject of 
foreign languages. So I know that to 
have been strictly fair ‘‘Teacher’’ 
should have stated that the change 
in plan by which languages have been 
made optional was made within a few 
days past and in consequence of the 


protests. T know something of the cus- 
tomary festivities of the graduating 
classes, and I also know that the 


dancing parties of the lower. classes 
are far more frequent than they have 
ever been before. The one held the 
latter part of January will serve as 
an example of what they are, and per- 
haps explain why some pupils are not 
able to cope with more than three 
studies. Upon this occasion the middle 
B's disregarded the wishes of both prin- 
cipal and teachers, secured the consent 
of several members of the Board of 
Education to use the building and held 
their dance with not a teacher on the 
premises. Two 
to g@o with their daughters found them- 
selves the only grown~people present. 
They, found. the large ftooms all dark, 
as there is provision for lighting only 
the halls and the assembly room on 
the third floor. The dancing took 
place in the halls. ? 

The class that has graduated is out 
of the field. It is the “respect and 
admiration” of the remaining 645 that 
we wish to secure for the administra- 
tion. As the “disgusted parent’’ re- 
marks, the opinions of the teachers are 
not the ones to carry weight. It is 
very well understood that they are not 
free to express an unfavorable opin- 
ion.

VISITED THE WRECK* 


Several Hundred People Go Down 
to Redondo, 


The Stranded Schooner Jewett in Bad Shape. 
The Bottom Believed to Be Broken 
Up—The Condition of 
the Prosper. 


A good many hundred people went 
down to Redondo yesterday to take 4 
look at the wrecked Jewett. The day 
was ‘still and clear, but the surf was 
running rather high. The schooner 
sits almost in an upright position, as 
if her keel were thoroughly bed1:d in 
sind, and at low tide she can be netrly 
boarded d@ry-shod, She went agvound 
practically broadside on, and witnesses 
say the way the waves broke over her 
at the time was enough to strike ter- 
ror to the stoutest heart. The breakers 
yesterday did not appear to be suffic- 
iont to move her. The crew was on 
beard, helping to complete the beat's 
dismaniling, little of which the storm 
had left them to do. A goodly poer- 
tion of the deck cargo is still intact. 
The cabins are badly shattered and one 
side of the schooner is stove in where 
she struck. whe wharf. It is supposed 


her bottom is badly broken, as her 
keel is known to be seriously injured, 
but to just what extent remains for 
future determination. To the land- 


lubber the boat certainly appears to be 


“purty considerable shuck up like.” 
The first piece of the aft mast is still 
standing, Dut all the other spars are 


gone, broken pieces of them, still roped 
to the vessel being in the water. The 
beach for quite a distance is scattered 
with salvage from the cargo and with 
wreckage. 

It is understood that Capt. Sprague’s 


one-eighth interest in the boat. rated 
at $4600, is insured for $2000. What in- 


surance is carried by the other owners 
the captain is unable to say. The work 
of unloading the boat is likely, to be 
facilitated by the waves, which are 
filling the beach toward her very rap- 
idlv. , 

Work is well under way toward re- 
pairing the wharf. It is fully evident 
that the structure would have escaped 
unharmed by. the storm had it been 
out of the course of the drifting 
schooner. A week or ten days will 
suffice to eliminate all signs of the mis- 
iortune as far as the wharf is cor:.- 
cerned, 

THE PROSPER AT NEWPORT. 

The lumber schooner Prosper is still 
grounded at Newport and the chances 
of its ‘being floated again within the 
next few days are not as good now as 
was first thought. She has sprung a 
leak evidently, as there is now con- 
siderable water in her hold, which, of 
course, makes: her sit a little more 
heavily on her bed of sand.
